Iraqis to 
Dissolve 
9 Militias 

Plan affects 100,000 fighters, 
but not radical cleric’s forces 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Nine political parties agreed 
Monday to dissolve their militias, integrat- 
ing some of the 100,000 fighters into the 
army and police and pensioning off the 
rest to firm up government control ahead 
of the transfer of sovereignty, Iraq’s new 
prime minister said. 

The plan does not cover the most impor- 
tant militia now fighting coalition forc- 
es — the al-Mahdi Army of radical cleric 
Muqtada al-Sadr — or 
smaller groups that have 
sprouted across the coun- 
try since the collapse of 
Saddam Hussein’s regime 
in April 2003. 

Nevertheless, the 
announcement by Prime 
Minister Iyad Allawi is 
seen as a significant step toward extending 
the control of the central government that 
will take power at the end of the month. The 
agreement, if it works, would also signifi- 
cantly reduce the threat of civil war after the 
U.S. -led occupation formally ends. 

Under the interim constitution adopted 
in March, armed groups outside government 
control will be banned as of June 30 when 
power transfers from the U.S. -run occupa- 
tion authority to the new interim admin- 
istration. 

Coalition officials said the agreement 
announced Monday makes the ban effec-

I Nancy Reagan 
touched her cheek to the flag- cov- 
ered casket, then made way for 
Americans by the thousands to 
pay respects Monday to former 
President Ronald Reagan before 
a cross-country journey to a state 
funeral in Washington. 

A steady, near-silent stream 
of people — some saluting, some 
praying — circled through the 
rotunda of the Ronald Reagan 
Presidential Library, where the 
body of the nation’s 40th president 
will lie in repose through Tuesday 
before traveling to Washington. A 
Marine Corps band played “Hail 
to the Chief” as eight armed forces 
members carried the casket into the 
presidential library, past a 10 -foot- 
tall sculpture titled “After the Ride” 
depicting Reagan as a smiling cow- 
boy with a Stetson in his hand. 

The journey began at a Santa 
Monica funeral home, where the 
mahogany casket was placed aboard 
a hearse for a 40 -mile drive to the

Clusters of people watched from 
overpasses and roadsides as the 
motorcade headed north, then west 
on the Ronald Reagan Freeway, its 
path cleared by motorcycle officers.

Nancy.” Another proclaimed, “God 
bless the Gipper.” 

Flags at half-staff fluttered 
under an overcast sky as the casket 
was carried into the library rotunda 
before a brief family service. 

When the service ended, Mrs. 
Reagan, dressed in a black suit and 
pearls, walked to the casket, plac- 
ing her left cheek against the flag’s 
field of stars. 

Soon after the family departed, 
the first of many chartered buses 
arrived, bringing members of the 
public who had been waiting — in 
some cases for hours — for a chance 
to pay respects to Reagan, who died 
on Saturday after a 10 -year struggle 
with Alzheimer’s disease. 

Mrs. Reagan, accompanied by 
daughter Patti and son Ron, had 
paused earlier on her way into the 
funeral home as she passed a dis- 
play of impromptu remembrances.

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Court OKs Looted Art Suit 


Case against Austria 
over paintings seized 
by Nazis can proceed 

WASHINGTON! The Supreme Court 
ruled Monday that Americans can 
sue foreign governments over looted 
art, stolen property and war crimes 
dating to the 1930s, a victory for 
an elderly California woman trying 
to get back $150 million worth of 
paintings stolen by the Nazis. 

The justices ruled 6-3 that the 
governments are not necessarily 
protected from lawsuits in U.S. 
courts over old claims. 

Maria Altmann, who fled 
Austria, said the court was one of 
her last hopes for the return of six 
Gustav Klimt paintings that Nazis 


had looted from her wealthy Jewish 
family. The prized paintings now 
hang in the Austrian Gallery. 

The 8 8 -year- old filed a lawsuit 
against the Austrian government in 
federal court in California, and won 
rulings to pursue the case. 

The high court’s ruling embold- 
ens victims of wartime atrocities to 
pursue lawsuits. Women who claim 
they were used as sex slaves during 
World War II have sued Japan, and 
Holocaust survivors and heirs have 
brought a case against the French 
national railroad for transporting 
Jews and others to Nazi concentra- 
tion camps. 

Those cases are pending at the 
Supreme Court and will likely be 
sent back to lower courts after Mon- 
day’s decision, gina Holland (a p) 


ON THE DOCKET 

The Supreme Court took action 
on several cases Monday: 

Ruled unanimously thatthe 
Bush administration can skip 
a lengthy environmental study, 
which was in progress, and open 
U.S. roadways to Mexican trucks 
as soon as it wishes. 

Refused an appeal from 
Sabri Samirah, a Muslim lead- 
er in Chicago, who was labeled a 
security risk and barred from re- 
entering the United States after a 
trip to his native Jordan last year. 

Agreed to review wheth- 
er people facing bankruptcy can 
preventtheir retirement savings 
in IRA accounts from being used 
to pay their debts.

Another student testified that 
she saw a gun in Joseph’s locker,

school,” May 21, to kill the teacher 
and eighth-graders “on their list.” 

Police arrested the boys May 14 
after students alerted authorities. 

Joseph’s father kept a shotgun, 
rifles and a handgun locked up at 
his home, authorities said.

New Hope for Brain Cancer 


Low-dose chemotherapy may improve survival 


NEW ORLEANS I Early low-dose che- 
motherapy appears to substantial- 
ly improve short-term survival in 
patients with the most aggressive 
and common form of brain cancer, 
offering the first significant advance 
against the disease in decades. 

Whether the treatment can 
help cure brain cancer remains to 
be seen, but the approach at least 
seems to slow the often rapid pro- 
gression of the disease for some. 

The treatment, tested in a form 
of brain cancer called glioblasto- 
ma multiforme, involves the drug 
Temodar. Until now, the medicine 
has typically been used only after 
radiation to shrink the tumor. 

A major international study 


released Monday shows that giv- 
ing low doses of the capsule at the 
very start — for six or seven weeks 
during and after radiation — dou- 
bles the chance of being alive two 
years later. 

Radiation and surgery are the 
first-line treatments for glioblas- 
tomas, but even with them, the 
disease usually kills within a year 
or less. Intravenous chemotherapy 
available since the 1970s improves 
these odds only marginally and can 
have serious side effects. 

Several doctors predicted that 
upfront Temodar will quickly 
become the new standard of care, 
routinely offered to all victims of 
this disease. 


The study was released in 
New Orleans at a meeting of 
the American Society of Clinical 
Oncology. The study’s director, 
Dr. Roger Stupp of University 
Hospital in Lausanne, Switzerland, 
said patients found the drug easy 
to take, and fatigue was the most 
common ill effect. 

Unlike most cancer, which kills 
by spreading through the body, 
glioblastomas grow quickly inside 
the head, destroying everything 
in their path. They are the most 
aggressive of the 100 or so forms 
of cancer that originate in the brain, 
and they account for half or more 
of all cases. 

Around the world, 175,000 cases 
are diagnosed annually, killing 
125,000. DANIEL Q. HANEY (AP)

Groups Ask 
To Halt Gay 
Marriage 

BOSTON I A coalition of conserva- 
tive groups and lawmakers asked 
a federal appeals court Monday to 
stop gay marriage in Massachusetts, 
arguing that the state’s highest 
court usurped the state legisla- 
ture’s authority when it let same- 
sex couples wed. 

Massachusetts became the first 
state to officially sanction gay mar- 
riage on May 17, after the Supreme 
Judicial Court ruled it was uncon- 
stitutional to deny licenses to same- 
sex couples. 

The groups urged the 1st U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals to put 
an immediate stop to the wed- 
dings, arguing that only lawmak- 
ers — not judges — have a right to 
define marriage. 

The plaintiffs also argued that 
“marital mayhem” will result if gay 
marriage is ultimately outlawed by 
way of a constitutional amendment 
that could be submitted to the vot- 
ers in 2006. 

The court did not say when it 
would rule. 

The federal court refused an ear- 
lier request by the groups to inter- 
vene before the first licenses were

Parking restrictions and street clo- 
sures for the area surrounding the 
funeral routes would be announced 
Tuesday, Ramsey said. 

The Department of Homeland 


Security has designated this week’s 
memorial events as a National Special 
Security Event. The Secret Service 
will coordinate all security among 
the various federal agents and police 
officers, including U.S. Park Police, 
U.S. Capitol Police and D.C. Police, 
said spokesman Ann Roman. 

Much like any motorcade involv- 
ing a president, sharpshooters were 
expected to be placed on rooftops 
Wednesday as Reagan’s casket 
makes its way past the White House 
and down Pennsylvania Avenue to 
the Capitol, authorities said.

Investors Push Markets Up 


Dow, Nasdaq post highest closes since April 27 


MARKETS I Optimistic investors 
bid stocks sharply higher in light 
trading Monday, buoyed by the 
strength of the economy and even 
ignoring a slight rise in oil prices. 
The Dow Jones industrial average 
rose more than 140 points to close 
at 10,391.08. 

Broader stock indicators also 
were sharply higher. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 was up 17-92, or 1.6 per- 


cent, at 1,140.42, and Nasdaq rose 
42.00, or 2.1 percent, to 2,020.62. 

The gains marked an important 
transition from May’s heavy selloff. 
The Dow and Nasdaq had their best 
close since April 27. 

Investors were cheered in part by 
a $4.85 billion proposed merger in 
the casino industry as MGM Mirage 
made an unsolicited offer to acquire 
Mandalay Resort Group. With merg- 


ers and acquisitions gaining popu- 
larity, investors saw the trend as a 
sign of a healthy economy. 

Some analysts, noting that the 
light volume from last week contin- 
ued into Monday, wondered how sus- 
tainable the rally was, however. 

“The market seems to be going 
up because there aren’t any sellers 
around, not because there’s a lot of 
demand. That has a chance to end 
badly,” said Richard Dickson of 
Lowry’s Research Reports, (ap) 


GM Aims for China 
With $3B Venture 

EXPANSIONS! General Motors said 
Monday it plans to spend $3 bil- 
lion in China — the world’s fast- 
est-growing auto market — over 
the next three years.

Blessed Be Diets 


The Christian health 
genre swells with 
godly eating plans 

D l E T l N G I The Rev. George Malkmus 
often preaches about how he 
believes the world of proper eat- 
ing began. 

“The Lord gave us everything 
we need in the Garden of Eden: 
fruits, vegetables, nuts and seeds,” 
the preacher-turned- diet adviser 
said in an interview at Hallelujah 
Acres, his North Carolina head- 
quarters. “That’s why we call the 
way we eat the ‘Hallelujah Diet.’ We 
celebrate its true creator.” 

Malkmus’s vegan diet is one of 
a batch of new Bible -based eating 
plans. Last summer’s “What Would 
Jesus Eat?” by Dr. Don Colbert 
encourages eating non-animal- 
derived “living foods” and eschew- 
ing “dead” or processed foods. 

“The Weigh Down Diet” by Gwen 
Shamblin offers few food restric- 
tions but encourages following 
“God’s perfect boundaries of hun- 
ger and fullness.” 

Malkmus’s diet — which draws, 
he says, from Genesis 1:29 — bans 
all animal products except for 
honey and promotes an 80 per- 
cent raw diet. 

And there’s the newest addi- 
tion to the growing Christian 
health genre, Jordan S. Rubin’s 
“The Maker’s Diet.” Drawn from 
the book of Leviticus, Rubin’s diet 
encourages eating certain meat and 
dairy products and warns against 
an all-raw, vegan regimen. 

Elisabetta Politi, nutrition man- 
ager at Duke University’s Diet and 
Fitness Center, hopes people don’t 
take the proposed diets too serious-

ly. “I am just thinking of the safety of 
having unprocessed dairy products. 
From a public health perspective, 
it’s undoable,” she said of Rubin’s 
push for raw milk. 

The new God-based diets target 
two specific audiences not generally 
thought of as compatible — evangel- 
ical Christians and what Politi calls 
the “back to nature” health buffs 
who gravitate toward an organic 
way of eating. 

Mainstream nutritional or medi- 
cal credentials are hard to come by 
in this crowd. Rubin says he holds 
degrees in naturopathic medicine 
and nutrition, but both involved 
unaccredited programs and his 
degrees couldn’t be verified. 

Malkmus, who said he is not 
currently affiliated with a spe- 
cific church, has no formal scien- 
tific training. But he does employ 
a researcher who determined that 
the Hallelujah diet was deficient in 
vitamin B-12. 

“This shocked me, that God’s 
perfect eating plan could have a 
flaw,” Malkmus said. “But we real- 
ized that fruits and vegetables back 
then were more nutritious because 
of the topsoil.” holly hickman (a p)

Detroit hopes depth 
will be enough to 
overcome LA’s stars 

NBA FINALS I Larry Brown made 
sure the Detroit Pistons didn’t 
bask in their glory too long after 
stunning Los Angeles in the open- 
ing game of the NBA Finals. 

“As soon as we got in the lock- 
er room, he said, ‘Nice win, but 
we were in the same situation in 
Philly,” Detroit’s Mike James said 
Monday. 

Since 1984, the team that won 
Game 1 of the Finals has lost the 
series just six times, and Brown 
knows what it’s like to be on the 
wrong end of that statistic. 

The Lakers overcame a series- 
opening loss in 2001, beating the 
Brown- coached Philadelphia 7bers 
by winning four straight games. 

The Pistons believe their 87-7 5 
victory on Sunday was not a fluke 


for two reasons — their depth and 
defense. 

Detroit’s 11 -man rotation over- 
came the star- stacked Lakers, just 
as it did in the Pistons’ regular- sea- 
son victory over Los Angeles. 

“We’ve got guys coming off the 
bench that bring the same effort 
that the starters have,” Ben Wallace 
said. “That’s what’s been carrying 
us all season.” 

Los Angeles’ superstars, 
Shaquille O’Neal and Kobe Bryant, 
combined for 59 points while none 
of their teammates scored more 
than five. Meanwhile, the Pistons 
had four players in double figures 
and another four with at least five 
points. 

“Their coaching philosophy is to 
get everybody involved,” said Lakers 
reserve Derek Fisher, who was 1-of- 
9 for two points. “They have plays for 
each guy, they swing the ball, and

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Labor Problems Loom Over Hockey 


Next NHL season could start late — if at all 


HOCKEY I Finally, after a six-month 
season and two more months of 
exhausting and totally unpredict- 
able playoffs, the NHL entered 
Game 7 of the Stanley Cup finals 
Monday not knowing what next 
season holds. 

As of Tuesday morning, all 30 
teams will be firmly united. How 
long they stay that way may deter- 
mine what hockey in North America 
looks like the next time the NHL 


plays a game that counts. 

The other pro sports leagues will 
be watching with great interest this 
summer and fall to see if the NHL, 
in what would be a first, can negoti- 
ate considerable givebacks from its 
players union during labor talks that 
threaten the 2004-05 season. 

NHL Commissioner Gary 
Bettman has all but said training 
camps won’t open if a deal is not in 
place by the Sept. 15 expiration of 


the current agreement. Some teams 
are expected to lay off front- office 
employees if it appears that nego- 
tiations will drag on, as they did 
when half the 1994-95 season was 
lost to the NHL’s last major labor 
dispute. 

This time, if predictions from 
both sides are correct, the impasse 
could be far longer. 

“It doesn’t look good now, but 


we hope both sides come to terms 
and we can have a season next year,” 
Brendan Witt of the Washington 
Capitals said. 

January is seen as the deadline 
for the season to be saved. If a deal 
isn’t reached by then, it’s unlikely 
training camps could be held and 
enough games played for a sea- 
son to be anything but a mockery.

Ravens’ Lewis Declares 
Innocence at Minicamp 


FOOTBALL I Jamal Lewis is certain 
he will be cleared of drug conspir- 
acy charges, insisting his pending 
trial has not hindered his prepara- 
tion with the Baltimore Ravens for 
the 2004 season. 

The star running back is accused 
in Atlanta of helping set up a cocaine 
deal for a childhood friend during 
conversations with a government 
informant in July 2000.

Ravens coach Brian Billick does 
not believe the Jamal Lewis case will 
be a distraction. 

He said the team will work 
around his trial schedule in an 
effort to keep him in the lineup.

Cell phone services get deafening complaints 


P H 0 N E S I Your cell phone company 
knows you hate it. 

Mobile phone service was the 
second-lowest ranked industry — 
beating only cable providers among 
the 40 rated — in the University of 
Michigan’s newest customer satis- 
faction index. 

And there’s more: mobile com- 
panies were the No. 2 sector in 
complaints last year to Better 
Business Bureaus, dropping from 
first place in 2002. Only auto deal- 
ers did worse. 

“The industry claims that people 
love their cell phones and they’re 


very happy with the service,” said 
Carl Wood, a commissioner on the 
California Public Utilities commis- 
sion who fought the industry for four 
years to establish state wireless reg- 
ulatory power. “That’s half right.” 

Consumers complain of fre- 
quently dropped calls, lousy custom- 
er service and exorbitant penalties 
for exiting a contract. Then there are 
the fees — Verizon Wireless plans to 
collectively charge customers more 
than $173 million a year in fees for 
number portability alone. 

The complaints range from mun- 
dane to dramatic. 


After Julie McMurry’s husband 
died last summer, Verizon Wireless 
told the Enumclaw, Wash., woman 
that she would have to pay an early 
termination fee on his cell phone 
contract. “I said, ‘This isn’t an arbi- 
trary thing, I’d be glad to fax you a 
copy of the death certificate. The 
man’s dead.’” 

The Verizon rep said McMurry 
could either pay the fee or give the 
phone to another family member. 

She called Carl Hilliard, pres- 
ident of the Wireless Consumers 
Alliance. “I just happened to be in 
a meeting with Verizon Wireless’s 
attorney,” he said. “It was reversed.”

Diesel and Dench, 
together again for the 
first time in ‘Riddick’ 

COLLABORATIONS I Diesel ’n’ Dench 
— “not the first pairing you would 
think of” conceded producer Scott 
Kroopf in an understatement. 
Nevertheless, he has brought this 
special brawn-and-brain blend 
together under the same marquee 
in Universal’s “The Chronicles of 
Riddick.” 

If that last word sets off a rip- 
ple of recognition in you, then 
you saw “Pitch Black” (2000), 
where Vin Diesel played a futur- 
istic antihero by that name, an 
escaped convict blessed with the 
ability to see in the dark, doing 
battle with a bunch of bad guys. 
“The Chronicles of Riddick” con- 
tinues his sci-fi travails. It is not 
necessarily a sequel, just another 
shade of “Pitch Black.” 

And Judi Dench is the new 
ingredient, different from the sort 


of dame Diesel usually associates 
with. The Oscar-winning Queen

Shakespeare 
it ain’t, but Dench is a game Dame 
and dispatched her chores in a 
speedy Hollywood house call. 

This is the first time Diesel has 
repeated a character. The new plot 
pits the pacifistic Elementals 


against the Necromongers, “an 
army of religious fanatics whose 
basic tenet is ‘Convert to our reli- 
gion or die,”’ as Kroopf described 
it. “They have overwhelming supe- 
riority both in numbers and tech- 
nologically. No one can really fight 
them.” 

Keith David reprises his char- 
acterization of Iman, a religious 
guy on his way to New Mecca, not 
much changed from the previous 
film other than the fact that he has 
found happiness and now the world 
he lives in is threatened.

THOSE PERMISSIVE PARENTS I Still 
weeks shy of her 16th birthday, 
Sydni Norris caught the R-rated 
war epic “Troy” on the big screen 
last month while her parents stayed 
home. 

The Bloomington, 111., teenager’s 
way around the rating system’s age 
limit was a parent- approved pass 
card that has started a debate over 
convenience vs. parental responsi- 


bility and raised fears that the gov- 
ernment might jump in to settle the 
dispute. 

Supporters say parents can sign 
off on movies for their kids without 
the time and expense of chaperoning 
them with the new R-card, which 
Springfield-based GKC Theatres 
began rolling out last fall in parts 
of its 22 -city chain in Illinois and 
three other Midwest states. The 


card works only for the R-rating, 
which requires children under 17 
to be accompanied by a parent or 
adult guardian. 

Critics argue that the cards 
amount to parents handing the 
delicate decision about what mov- 
ies are appropriate to their kids, a 
shift they say violates the intent of 
the motion picture industry’s vol- 
untary rating system.

“All R-rated films are not alike. It 
is the parents’ responsibility to make 
specific judgments about R films — 
and wrong to give a blanket endorse- 
ment to all,” said Jack Valenti, presi- 
dent and CEO of the Motion Picture 
Association of America, which issues 
movie ratings. 

Some opponents fear that leaving 
movie choices to kids could taint the 
ratings system, voluntarily enforced 
by theaters since 1968. They say that

Political commentator PEGGY

online Monday to discuss his life. 


Where did President Reagan’s 
words about a “shining city on a 
hill” come from? 

The Bible. I think it’s Matthew. 
The words were used by John 
Winthrop, one of the early European 
settlers to America. Reagan read 
them years and years ago and it 
keyed off something in him. 

What was his greatest weakness? 

His greatest weakness benefit- 
ed us but hurt his family. He was 
utterly engaged on an intellectual 
and emotional level by great issues, 
by great philosophy, by freedom, by 
America. He gave it so much, but I 
interviewed his daughter Patti once 
and she told me America was like 
another kid in the family, and it was 
that kid that got all the attention. 
It was tough on them. Those kids 
got no free ride. 

I’ll never forget watching Reagan’s 
speech after the space shuttle 
explosion. Who wrote those lines? 

You mean when Reagan talked 
about the astronauts and how they 
waved goodbye to us that morning 
and then “slipped the surly bonds of 
earth” to “touch the face of God”? 

He couldn’t break the thought 
with, “as John Gillespie Magee Jr. 
once wrote,” but he was quoting 
from Magee’s poem “High Flight.” 
It was a famous poem during his 
young manhood. 

Reagan was so upset about the 
Challenger that he looked stricken 
when he gave the speech and didn’t 
think he had done well, by the way. 
But by the next morning he’d gotten 
calls and telegrams and thought, 
“I did OK.”
